Mr. VentO (for himself and Mr. Smith of New Jersey) submitted the fol-

RESOLUTION 

Expressing the sense of the House of Representatives with 
respect to democracy, free elections, and human rights 
in the Lao People’s Democratic Republic. 

Whereas in 1975, the Pathet Lao party supplanted the exist- 
ing Lao government and the Lao Royal Family, and es r 
tablishcd a “people’s democratic republic”, in violation of 
the 1962 Declaration on the Neutrality of Laos and its 
Protocol, as well as the 1973 Vientiane Agreement on 
Laos; 

Whereas since the 1975 overthrow of the existing Lao Gov- 
ernment, Laos has been under the sole control of' the Lao 
People’s Democratic Party; 
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Whereas the present- Lao Constitution provides for human, 
rights protection for the Lao people, and Laos is a signa- 
tory to international agreements on civil and political 
rights; 

Whereas Laos has become a member of the Association of 
Southeast Asian Nations, which calls for the creation of 
open societies in each of its member states by the year 
2020; 

Whereas despite that, the State Department’s “Country Re- 
ports on Human Rights Practices for 1998” notes that 
the government has only slowly eased restrictions on 
basic freedoms and begun codification of implementing- 
legislation for rights stipulated in the Lao Constitution, 
and continues to significantly rostrict the freedoms of 
speech, assembly, and religion; 

Whereas according to Amnesty International, serious prob- 
lems persist in the human rights record of the Govern- 
ment of Laos, including the continued detention of polit- 
ical prisoners and the treatment of such prisoners in a 
manner that is degrading, abusive, and inhumane; 

Whereas in Pebiuaiy 1998, one political prisoner of the Gov- 
ernment of Laos, Thongsouk Saysaiigkhi, died, and an 
unknown number of other political prisoners still remain 
inside its prisons; and 

Whereas allegations of persecution and human rights abuse 
of the Ilmong who repatriated to Laos continue, and 
Hmong families of detained political prisoners are re- 
ported to be threatened daily under the Communist Gov- 
ernment in Laos: Now, therefore, be it 
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1 Resolved, That, it is the sense of the House of Rep- 

2 resentatives that the present Government of Laos' 

3 should — 

4 • (1) respect international norms of human rights 

5 and democratic freedoms for the Lao people, and 

6 fully honor its commitments to those norms and 

7 freedoms as embodied in its constitution and inter-

BRIEF REPORT ON DR. YANG DAO'S MEETING 
WITH MR. SOMSAVATLENGSAVAD, DEPUTY PRIME

At the meeting of October 2, 1999, In Los Angeles, California, 

Mr. Somsavat Lengsavad, Deputy Prime Minister and Minister of Foreign 
Affaire of Laos delivered a speech to a group of Laotian Americans from 
6 eve nil parts of the United States. Here are the essential parts of his 
speech: 

"There have been several conflicts In Laotian history which forced the 
Laotian people to fight against each other in the past. All these because of 
foreign powerful countries' political ideologies. Today we must forget the 
past and must work together for peace and for the development of our country 
which faces tremendous economic and financial difficulties. Laos needs help 
because It has not enough money a nd not enoug h educate d persons, which are 
th e two key factors fo r the development of the country". 

" The Lao policy has been changed. It Is now more opened. We are looking 
forward to having good relationships with our neighbors and other countries. 

We have received loans and assistance from outside, but they are still not 
sufficient to face the current economic problems." 

” No matter which ethnic group we are from, we are all Laotians. You still 
are Laotians even though you are living In another country. You must help 
your country. There are several ways to do so. Each of you can help 
accordingly to your capacity by investing directly in the county, by sending 
money or by other means. Take the examples of the Jews and the Chinese In 
tho USA who help their respective countries." 

“The Lao market is a free market. The Laotian people who work must enjoy the 
profits for themselves, their families, and their country..." 

" Tho past Is a lesson; the present is a combat; and the future Is up to all 
of us."

After Mr. Somsavat Lengsavad'a speech, Dr. Yang Dao was Invited to address 
his concerns and opinions as follows: 

"Mr. Deputy Prime Minister, 

Misters Ambassadors (from Washington. D.C., & from Bangkok) 

Tuples and Gentlemen'. 

First of all, I would like to thank Professor Khamchong Luangpraseut for 
inviting mo to this meeting which 1 consider very important and meaningful 
aftor 25 years of living away from Laos. I am honored to meet Mr. Somsavat 
Longs avad. Deputy Prime Ministor and Minister of Foreign Affaire of Laos, 
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who Is willing to spare some valuable time in his busy schedule to come to 
visit us, Laotian refugees, (n the United States. I would like to take this 
opportunity to express my appreciation to the Laotian government for its 
desire to bring peace for the Laotian people of all ethnic groups and for 
Its national policy which Includes also those Laotians who have left Laos to 
live in foreign countries. 

Mr. Deputy Prime Minister, I am very pleased to hear you talk about the 
development Issues of Laos, and I am happy to learn that you desire to study 
With the Laotian people living outside of Laos the possible ways to work 
together for the development of the country. You ask us to preserve our 
Laotian cultural traditions In the United States, and you encourage those 
who live Inside Laos to work hard to build a better society and to 
contribute to the economic development of the country. All this makes me 
feel that you are a national leader who cares about the future of our 
Laotian nation. Your vision is meaningful to me. 

Today the world Is moving toward a new era. You said that the Laotian 
people, Inside and outside the country, should forget the aftermath of the 
past. You stated that history is a lesson for all of us. Either side of the 
Laotian people had suffered terribly during the wars in Laos in the past. 

Even though we, Laotians living outside Laos, crime to know some modern 
comfort, w'e feel homesick, due to our love for Laos. Therefore, I did what 
was possible to come to this gathering to meet with yoii and to hoar your 
message with my own ears. 

Professor Khamcbong asked me to talk about tho education of our Laotian 
people living outside Laos and, more particularly, In tho United States. 

When our Laotian refugees just arrived in this country, they encountered 
many difficulties of adjusting themeelves to a naw cultural, social and 
economic environment, due to the language barriers. Only a small number of 
them were able to speak English. Therefore, over the first decade 
(1975-1985), more than 200 Lao-Hmong refugees mysteriously died in sleep. 

The medical community was unable t6 determine the causes of these mysterious 
deaths. Therefore some American physicians asked about my opinion. I 
explained that, according to my understanding, concerns, worries, insecurity 
for the future, due to language barriers and lack of professional skills, 
probably constituted the causes of these sudden deaths within the Lao-Hmong 
community in tho United States over the first decade of its resettlement In 
this country. 

Since 1966, the situation of the Lao-Hmong refugees in the United States has 
been gradually improved. Thanks to education, generalized in this country, 
today each Hmong American family has three or four English speaking persons 
at home who are able to bridge the Hmong and American cultures. Our young 
people from all Laotian ethnic groups took advantage of their presence in 
the United States to study and to leam. Many of them have already graduated 
from American colleges and universities throughout the country. I do not 
possess any list (number) of Lowland Lao people who received their doctorate 
dogreos, but I do have last year’s list (by disciplines of doctorate 
degrees) of tho Lao-Hmong doctors (numbers without names and addresses) 
which 1 would be pleased to give to you. In spite of this educational 
success, our Lao-Hmong American community in the U.S. is currently facing 
some youth probloms. Because both parents work and. due to language 
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barriers, they are not able to help their children with their homework, some 
of their children have joined the local gang organizations, Overall, the 
Laotian community In the United States is working hard to adjust itseifto 
American society. 

Mister Deputy Prime Minister, l would like also to take this opportunity to 
submlt-three propositions for you to present to the Laotian government In 
Vientiane (capital of Laos). 


-First of all, you said that history is a lesson. 1 do not need to explain 
how much this lesson has been painful for both sides of the (Laotian) 
belligerents in the past. In Laotian history, the Laotian people had never 
desired to leave their own country. (In 1975) we left Laos because of the 
international political circumstances. 1 believe that you, Mister Deputy 
Prime Minister, you will do whatever in your power to build a better 
understanding between the Laotian people of all ethnic groups living inside 
Laos and the Laotian community of all ethnic groups living outside the 
country. I hopo that you will be this bridge which contributes to better 
communications between the two Laotian communities. The lack of 
communications between us is the source of our misunderstanding and the 
cause of the persistence of our national Laotian problem. As the entire 
world Is moving toward the 21st pentury, l think It Is time for all of us to 
forget tho past as you have suggested. Each and everyone of us who live 
outside Laos has to change (from our old Ideas to the new ones). I also 
believe that you and the current leaders of Laos are also ready to change. 

In this perspective, I submit this proposition to you and the current 
Laotian government to organize, under-the auspices of the United Nations and 
with the participation of tho representatives of our neighboring countries, 
a conferenoe which will Involve all concerned Laotian parties from Inside 
Laos and from all the continents (where the Laotian refugee communities 
live) to discuss Laotian national issues. We must improve what Is not good 
enough; wo must change what Is harmful (to the Laotian national interest); 
and we must provide (the Laotian people) with what they need. 

My second proposition to you Is as follows; we, the Laotian people living 
overseas, are also very concerned about the current (social and economic) 
situation In Laos. We desire to bring our contribution to the development of 
Laos. During vacation periods, many Laotian American workers have 2 to 3 
weeks of vacation. They are teachers and professors, medical doctors or 
dentists, technicians or computer specialists. Some of them want to take 
their vacation days to go back to Laos to help the Laotian population. I 
would like to ask the Laotian government to provide them with all the 
necessary conditions to bring their contribution to the country. 

My third proposition to you is that In this country (U.S.A.) we have made 3 — ^ / 

good connection with American foundations. Some of them are Willing to non^\ Avr« 

assist Laos to alleviate Its social and economic problems. However, these * ' s ' 

foundations are non-govemmental organizations (N.G.Os.) which have their 

own policies. These policies are not to provide direct humanitarian 

assistance to any government, but through an existing N.G.O. in place in tho 

country to-bo-assisted, tt Is to say that American foundations would be 

willing to provide humanitarian assistance to Laos through a N.G.O. which, 

In cooperation with the Laotian governmental representatives, will send the 
assistance to the Laotian population In an area of Laos, determined by tho 
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Laotian government according to the needs of the Laotian population. 

I hope that you, Mister Deputy Prime Minister, and the Laotian government ^ 
will consider my three propositions mentioned above. Thank you wry much."

Since a few people haven't read the article and had requested me to post It via the 
internet, I'll do so. I think It Is essential for everyone to read and voice their opinions on 
the article. Here is what It stated: 

The Aging Theory of Political Science: President Marcos of the 

Philiplnes, President Suharto of Indonesia, and Hmong General Vang Pao(this Is the 

title). 

The Aging Theory of Political Science argues that the longer the polltlolcans. especially 
the heads of states, stay In power the more corrupt they become. Serving offices 
without term limitation, office holders often go down In hletroy with ugly legacies 
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because 'of their corruption and leadership Incompetence. This occurs when leaders 
are aged but stay In power for an extended period of time (more than IS years), not 
knowing when to get out of office. As politicians stay long In office, their Ideas 
misrepresent the interest of the people, but they retain power through co-optation, 
ooerclon, and thus cooperation. Manipulation and consolidation, however, do not 
guarantee power If the Intellectuals who possess not only political knowledge but also 
new visions to better serve societal Interests have been prevented from raising their 
voices. 

The above theory seems to hold and explain many leaders across the continents, 
but this article zeroes In on the following Southeast Aslan leaders-Presldents 
Ferdinand Marcos of the Philippines, Suharto of Indonesian, and Hmong General Vang 
Pao-as specific examples. 

Dr. Gary Haws, an American scholar on the Philippines, argues that President 
Marcos would have been recognized as one of the great leaders In the Philippines, 
besides President Ramon Magsay-say. If Marcos had compiled with the Constitution 
and left office after his second term In 1972. 

Under his leadership. Marcos commanded not only political stability but also 
economic development (7% rate of annual growth), making the Philippines one of the 
fastest growing economies In SEA. 

In September of 1972. Marchos. however, abrogated the Constitution and declared 
martial law arguing that the communist insurgents were on the rise threatening 
national security. 

Thus, he needed extraordinary measures to prevent the national crisis, but the truth 
was that, according to Haws, the Constltulon limited the president to serve the office of 
the presidency for only two terms of 8 years, limiting Marcos to seek his third term. 
Marcos, therefore, abolished the Constitution, Imposed martial law, and ruled the 
Philippines with decrees under his authoritarian regine for the next 14 years. 

To retain power unde? his ’New Society 1 dictatorial government. Marcos appointed 
all his oonfldants to head all major departments, principally the military, and to build up 
a "orony capitalism," placing his close friends In charge of the business conglomerates 
despite their lack of business acumen, according to Dr. Clark Neher. Marcos also 
curtailed the basic civil liberties, censored the presses, and purgged all his opponents, 
Including Senator Benlgno Aquino, Jr., Marcos' principal rival, who was shot to death at 
the very moment when he stepped off the airplane In Manila upon returning home from 
exile In the United States. 

The death of Aquino coupled with Marcos' corruption and repressive regime of the 
New Society motivated the "People Power," who were led by Mrs. Aquino, to unite 
publicly forcing Marcos not only to step down as President but also to flee Into exile In 
Hawaii where he eventually died. 

The Demise of Marcos was similar to the fall of President Suharto of Indonesia In 
1997. Dr. Dwight King, a noted American specialist on Indonesian affairs, argues that 
If Suharto had resigned his presidency ten years ago, he would have gone down In 
history as honorable, 

outstanding leader not only In Indonesia but also in Third World couhtrles In terms of 
economic development. 

In 1965, the state of the Indonesian economy was so dismal (the Inflation rate had 
reached more than 1000%), and the situation allowed a coup d'etat which brought 
Suharto to power. The New Order of Suharto was able to Improve the economy: the 
$100 annual Income per capita of 1965 reached its apex of $1086 in the 1990s, 
according to King. 

Suharto’s family, however, controlled all major Industries In the country, making his 
children some of the world’s richest people. Suharto's con Tommy, according to King, 
owned the company that 

manufactures the "national car," the Timor. Tommy's exclusive tax exemption and 
tariff concession allowed him to sell the Timor about half price monopolizing the 
markets. 

Suharto's eldest daughter. Tutut Sltl Hadljanti Rukmana, also controlled the 
company that collects revenues from Java's principal toil roads. 

Moreover, she also held a senior position In Golkar, the political apparatus of 
Suharto’s government. Is this nepotism? 

Suharto's corruption combined with the Aslan Financial Crises of 1997, which badly 
affaected the Indonesian economy, broought thousands of students and Intellectuals 
onto the streets throughout the country protesting against Suharto's government and 
demanding Suharto's 
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resignation. As the protests grew bigger and bigger from East to West and from South 
to North. Suharto, despite Initial defiance, ultimately resigned. Now, Suharto is 
guarded In Jakarta, the nation's capital, waiting for his corrupt trial. 

Comparatively, the above examples well explain Hmong General Vang Pao's 
leadership. No Hmong or Laotian would deny that Vang Pao was a capable military 
leader, who fought bravely against the communist Pathet Lao to defend Laotian 
democracy. This he did In the Secret War in Laos during the Vietnam War alongside 
the Royal Lao government and the U.S. CIA 

Fighting to Interdict the HO Chi Minh Trail that passed through the eastern border of 
Laos to South Vietnam, the General and his Hmong forces prevented the Vletmlnh 
forces from reaching South Vietnam, prolonging the war for 15 years since 1960s to 
1975. 

In addition, for the Hmong, Vang Pao should be considered one of the capable 
leaders who could develop his people. 

At his best, even though Vang Pao was a military leader, he had a vision to educate 
his Hmong about modernization. Under his leadership from the 1960s to 1975, 
schools and hospitals were built Into Hmong villages throughout Laos, and about one 
hundred of the Hmong students were able to study abroad despite discrimination 
against them that was highly prevalent across the country. These educated people are 
today's Hmong community leaders, doctors, and engineers. 

Moreover, although ethnic abuse against the Hmong was standardized In Laos, the 
Hmong, under Vang Pao's military leadership, were appointed to become national 
Judge, minister, governors, and mayors In the country. Above all, viewing Vang Pao's 
leadership contributions to the Hmong society, he deserves a good legacy In Hmong 
history prior to 1975. On the other hand, after 1975, Vang Pao himself created an 
ugly chapter of history. His policies not only misrepresented the Interests of the 
Hmong people but also corrupted them. In 1975, when the Pathet Lao took over the 
country, Vang Pao and other officials of the Royal Lao government resigned their 
official duties, airlifted to Thailand, and then eventually became political refugees In 
the United States, France, and Canada. 

Once Vang Pao and hundreds of Hmong arrived In Thailand, the Geneeral 
organized the Hmong resistance fighters to retake Laos by force although he was well 
aware that only the Hmong Diaspora would never conquer Laos with such a lethal 
approach. The General, however, had to form such groups, so he could continue 
claiming the Hmong leadership. (Otherwise, to lose the leadership, Vang Pao would 
have acknowledged his own fallings.) His supporters, nevertheles, have been 
primarily made up of his former soldiers, who have little or no formal education but 
experienced engaging In guerrilla fighting. — 

To finance his guerrilla activities, Vang Pao has created two methods of raising 
money In the Hmong community here in the U.S.: the General has established an 
"unofficial" leadership system. That Is, Vang Pao has appointed his followers to 
become the designated ministers, generals, governors, mayors, and police chiefs 
responsible to govern Laos When they retook the country. Each appointee, in return, 
has paid (and continue to pay) a handful of money (depending on the rank) to the 
General. 

Another way of raising money has been to celebrate the Hmong New Year several 
times per calendar year. Thus. Vang Pao and his groups using all means necessary to 
make money, have ruined the Hmong New Yean celebrating the New Year from 
September throughout December from California to Minnesota each year has 
degraded Hmong culture and tradition, diluting the values of the Hmong New Year. 

Moreover, the celebrations have succeeded In confusing people outside the Hmong 
oommunity: there are several "new years" per calendar yearl 
The General and his people, fiowever, have earned thousands of dollars from each 
celebration, allowing him and his closest confidants a rich lifestyle in the U.S. without 
engaging In any Job. Indeed, they are all too busy enough organizing more Hmong 
new yearal 

Anthropologies, l.e., Margaret Mead, argue that cultures Identify people. A 
Buddhist, for example, believes in reincarnation, whereas a Cao Dal believer holds that 
the Ideal creed should combine both 

religious and secular principles. These religious difference explain who the Buddhist 
and the Cao Dal are as believers. In a larger context, the logic may be used to explain 
people. For example, the Hmong New Year Celebration and its activities, such as 
dressing In the Hmong finest cloths and tossing special balls, differentiate the Hmong 
from other peoples in terms of culture. But Hmong culture, especially the New Year, 
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has beefi ruined. 

Ethnically speaking, political scientists, l.e., Michael Brown and Sumlt Ganguly, 
argue that In order for a group of Individuals to be recognized as a people in terms of 
social, political, and economic rights and determination, they must have their own 
culture, such as language, arts, dances, food, and the like, and such culture must be 
preserved. On the other hand, a group of Individuals without culture can not socially 
and politically claim their rights of 
self-determination. 

As an ehtnlc group of people, we Hmong mU6t preserve our culture: celebrating our 
New Year at Its traditional time, November or December of each year. Specifically, we 
propose that our Hmong New Year should be celebrate on specific days: December 
26th to the 1st of January each year. We, therefore, strongly advise Vang Pao and his 
organizations to stop using our New Year Celebration as a method of personal 
enrichment, raising money starting In September and lasting In December of each 
year. 

The Aging Theory of Political Science Is truly valid. If. like Marcos of the Philippines 
and Suharto of Indonesia, Vang Pao has lost his focus, then he loo needs to be shown 
to the exit.

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Lao refugees case to be closed by January 


A final review of the status of the last batch of Laotian refugees at Ban Napho camp will be completed 
by January of next, year, after which they will either be allowed to settle in a third country or sent back 
home, the United Nations High Commissioner for Refugees Amelia Bonifacio said. About 400 
families, comprising 1,344 lowland Lao atid hilltribe people, are the largest remaining group of 
Indochinese refugees in Thailand. There are also a few hundred Cambodian and a few dozen 
Vietnamese nationals in Thailand whose situation is also under review. The decision to undertake a 
final review of the status of the Napho camp refugees was reached among government officials of 
Thailand, Laos and the UNHCR at a meeting in March with the aim to expedite the UNHCR- 
sponsored repatriation of Laotian refugees in Thailand, which has been rescheduled numerous times 
since the original deadline in 1995 due to a variety of problems. The refugees remaining in the camp, 
located in Nakhon Phanom provinco, arc those who either refused to return to Laos or go to the US 
and those who were screened from the last interview conducted last year by the US to determine 
whether any who might be eligible were left out. Bonifacio said they have to be interviewed because 
the situation in Laos and in some third countries has changed. "This is to determine whether they still 
have credible claims to be refugees,"she said. Thailand, with the assistance of the UNHCR, has 
repatriated 20,000 refugees since 1994. According to Bonifacio, 99.9 per cent of the returnees have 
been safely integratecLinto society. "The end of the [problem concerning] Indochinese refugees is 
there," she said, adding that she hoped the final repatriation would occur this year. Bonifacio said that, 
those who pass the interview will be allowed to go to a third country, while those who fail the 
interview will have a chance to make a final appeal.

Some are believed to be remnants of a Lao right-wing movement 
led by Gen Wang Pao, who is in exile in the US. Thai authorities had planned to move the Hmong to 
the Sikiu camp in Nakhon Ratchasima province to better monitor their movement but have taken no 
action so far because of budget, constraints.

l am exceedingly troubled by the probability of the Laotian government's complicity in 
the disappearance of two American citizens last April. 

I have been briefed on all available intelligence reporting on this matter and am confident 
that we are fully within our rights to hold the government of Laos responsible for resolving these 
disappearances. 

Shquld this not mandate that the United States cease doing business-as-usual with the 
government of Laos until this matter is satisfactorily resolved? 

I was dismayed when, on January 28, the Agency for International Development notified 
the Committee on Foreign Relations that it intends to pay the travel expenses of Laotian officials 
attending a forthcoming conference m Manila. I have placed a hold on the obligation of those 
funds until the Committee receives written assurances that no fends will be used to pay for any 
portion of the Lao delegation’s attendance at the conference, 

• Any further aid notifications for Laos will be looked upon with similar disfavor until this 
matter is satisfactorily resolved Needless to say, I will object vigorously to any attempts to bring 
up any legislation to extend favorable trade status to Laos. 

. Madame Secretary, I am al«o appalled over the fact that vital information pertaining to this 
case was withheld from my and. Chairman Gilman's staffs last July while in Laos. This delegation 
went to Laos specifically to look into this matter, but was given a sterile, uninformative, and not 
felly honest briefing by then-DCM Margaret McMillion. Fortunately, the delegation then 
stumbled upon the real information pertaining to this case, allowing me and other Senators and 
Members of the House to be properly briefed on the matter.

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Dear Mr. Chairman: 

This letter is in response to your letter of February 
22 concerning two American citizens who disappeared along 
the Thai"iao border last April. 

The Department of State shares your concern about the 
welfare and whereabouts of these two Americans. The 
Department and our Embassy in Laos have been devoting 
significant efforts and resources to finding them. In our 
dealings with Laos, the welfare and whereabouts of American 
citizens, together with a full accounting for our .POW/MIAs 
from the Indochina war and counter-narcotics efforts, are 
the most important elements of the U.S. agenda. 


After the disappearance of Mssrs. Ly and | |last b/C 

April, our former Ambassador in Laos brought in the FBI to 
coordinate the USG investigatory effort. Faced with 
denials from the Lao central government that it had any 
information about the whereabouts of the two missing 
Americans, the Ambassador, in cooperation with the FBI's 
Banakok Legal Attache, sought Lao cooperation in a joint 
investigation at the site where the two Americans 
reportedly disappeared after entering Laos. Some may 
question the utility of working with Lao authorities, but 
it is a fact that no investigation can succeed without 
their cooperation. These effo have benefited from 
intelligence resources, thoug.: v- a have had a number of 
conflicting reports throughout the investigation. 

We have made it clear consistently to the Lao in 
Vientiane and Washington that we expect their total 
cooperation in this case, and we have also told them 
consistently of our dissatisfaction. We are working 
steadily to” leverage what limited "cooperation" we get from 
provincial authorities into more significant action by the 
Lao central government. Unfortunately, the entire 
experience has been tremendously frustrating due to lack of 
wholehearted cooperation from the Lao side.

However, later 
intensive investigation revealed that they were sent and directed 
by Vang Pao to illegally enter Laos and conduct subversive acts 
against the current Communist government, with the ultimate goal 
of overthrowing this government. Since their disappearance, the 
men have never been seen and are presumed dead.

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On 01/29/2000, a larger group of 12 resistance members, 
six of whom were Hmong-Americans , crossed the Mekong River from 
Thailand into Laos on an armed reconnaissance mission. During 
the crossing, the group was almost immediately fired upon by the 
Laos People's Army, and at least two members, including one 
Hmong-American, Gao "Charlie" Vang, DOB 04/14/1954, of 
Minneapolis, Minnesota, were killed. To date, the body of 
Charlie Vang has yet to be recovered. Subsequent investigation 
revealed that this operation was also directed and supported by 
Vang Pao.

History of Vang Pao : 


Vang Pao immigrated to the U.S. in the late 1970 's and 
has declared himself the international leader of the Hmong 
people. His organization consists mainly of aging Laos war 
veterans who remain strongly loyal to him. Pao has approximately 
2,500 hardcore followers, with approximately 35,000 Hmong who 
continually contribute . millions of dollars to Vang Pao's 
organizations . 

In order to continue to elicit funds for his primary 
cause (the overthrow of the current Communist government of 
Laos) , Vang Pao must incessantly fan the flame of passion for 
democracy among the exiled Hmong community. Furthermore, to show 
that he is capable of military action, Vang Pao periodically 
sends Hmong-Americans into Laos on clandestine missions, such as

Bangkok, has revealed that the organization, Movement for 
Democracy in Laos (MDL) , headquartered in Paris, France, is 
another organization set up under the umbrella organization "Neo 
Horn," whose leader is believed to be Vang Pao. Furthermore, the 
Association Secours Humanitaire (ASH) , based in Emerainville 
Manou, France, may well be a cover organization for MDL's 
clandestine activities in Cambodia/Laos. 

Numerous interviews conducted thus far by Minneapolis 
and Milwaukee have revealed a continuing allegiance to Vang Pao, 
based predominately on loyalty, as well as fear and intimidation 
to a lesser extent.

A senior American official yesterday praised Indonesia’s handling of the postSuharto crisis, 
but gave stem warnings to Laos and Burma about possible fallout with Washington over 
deteriorating political and human rights situations.

US Assistant Secretary of State Stanley Roth said Laos wps unlikely to get 
mostfavourednation (MFN) trading status if the government failed to cooperate fully in 
accounting for two naturalized US citizens, Houa Ly, 56, of Wisconsin, and Michael Vang, 
36, of California, both members of the : Hmong ethnic minority, who went missing last year. 

"Unfortunately, I think that until we can resolve the matter of the two disappeared, it’s going 

to be virtually impossible to envision Congress extending MFN status,” Roth said. 

; 

"Furthermore, if it becomes apparent the authorities in Laos are either not cooperating with 
the investigation, or are impeding it, I think that could have a spilledover effect to other 
aspects of the relationship," he said. “The burden really is on the government in Laos."

Vientiane says it knows nothing of the' men’s whereabouts, and has blamed the uproar on 
the Hmong community in the US. 

On the issue of political reform in Burma, Roth accused the Rangoon military government 
of using dirty tactics by arresting opposition members to contain their movement. 

The next step for the UN Security Council was to name a replacement for Special 
representative Alvaro de Soto and continue the dialogue with Burma, he said. 

“The big picture was laid out in the first mission (by de Soto) that there is a different world 
out there that Burma can choose. A political reform could lead down the path of greater 
economic cooperation,” he said. 

But since the “grand bargain didn't fly” during de Soto’s first trip to Rangoon, the question 
of how to achieve desirable change remains. 

Roth also blamed the junta for ongoing drug trafficking. 

“When you invite a major drug trafficker to live in Rangoon, nothing you say about your 
desire to fight narcotic trafficking is convincing,” Roth said, in reference to former opium 
warlords Khun Sa and Lo Hsingsan, both of whom surrendered in return for amnesties from 

Rangoon.

The FBI in Minneapolis is currently investigating 
whether Vang Pao, directed others to commit criminal acts of 
subversion for the purpose of inciting to overthrow a sovereign 
nation (government of Laos) in violation of U.S. neutralitv laws 
T . 18 U.S.C. Sec. 960. 

The basis . for this investigation is the direct result 
of two separate incidents involving Hmong -American citizens. 

On 04/19/19^, H?ua Ly, DOB 04/04/1944, of Appleton, 
Wisconsin an d DOB | ] 

I were reported missing while on a vacation trip in 
Thailand. Initial reports were that the two were kidnaped by 
agents of the Communist government of Laos. However, later 
intensive investigation revealed that they were sent and directed 
by Vang Pao to illegally enter Laos and conduct subversive acts 
against the current Communist government, with the ultimate goal 
of overthrowing this government. Since their disappearance, the 
men have never been seen and are presumed dead. 

On 01/29/2000, a larger group of 12 resistance members, 
six of whom were Hmong-Americans , crossed the Mekong River from 
Thailand into Laos on an armed reconnaissance mission. During 
the crossing, the group was almost immediately fired upon by the 
Laos People 1 s Army , and at least two members , including one 
Hmong -American, Gao "Charlie" Vang, DOB 04/14/1954, of 
Minneapolis, Minnesota, were killed. To date, the body of 
Charlie Vang has yet to be recovered. Subsequent investigation 
revealed that this operation was also directed and supported by 
Vang Pao. 


History of Vang Pao: 

Vang Pao was a lieutenant colonel in the Royal Laos 
Army. He successfully raised and commanded a Hmong army of 
approximately 40,000 troops who were used to combat the Pathet 
Laos and North Vietnamese communists in Laos from 1961 until 
1975. 





— ►VN> 




Vang Pao immigrated to the U.S. in the late 1970's and 
has declared himself the international leader of the Hmong 
people. His organization consists mainly of aging Laos war 
veterans who remain strongly loyal to him. Pao has approximately 
2,500 hardcore followers, with approximately 35,000 Hmong who 
continually contribute millions of dollars to Vang Pao's 
organizations . 


In order to continue to elicit funds for his primary 
cause (the overthrow of the current Communist government of 
Laos) , Vang Pao must incessantly fan the flame of passion for 
democracy among the exiled Hmong community. Furthermore, to show 
that he is capable of military action, Vang Pao periodically 
sends Hmong-Americans into Laos on clandestine missions, such as 
the aforementioned two operations . This has the net effect of 
providing Vang Pao with the perception among the Hmong that he is 
still a military/civilian leader among his loyal Hmong veterans. 

In an effort to learn of Vang Pao's activities, the 
following individuals were identified by ongoing investigations 
as possibly having some knowledge of Vang Pao and his 
organizations: 
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Recent information developed, has revealed that the 
organization, Movement for Democracy in Laos (MDL) , headquartered 
in Paris, France, is another organization set up under the 
umbrella organization "Neo Horn, " whose leader is believed to be 
Vang Pao. Furthermore, the Association Secours Humanitaire (ASH) , 
based in Emerainville Manou, France, may well be a cover 
organization for MDL's clandestine activities in Cambodia/Laos. 

Numerous interviews conducted thus far by the FBI 
have revealed a continuing allegiance to Vang Pao, based 
predominately on loyalty, as well as fear and intimidation to a 
lesser extent.

On March 4, 1992, the communist Lao government arrested and imprisoned 
Mr.Wa Kou Vang,Boua Yeng Vang and Mr.Pao Vang (Nao Sue Vang) and many 
hundreds of Hmong people in Xieng Khouang province, Laos. They are three of 25,000 
Hmong and Lao political prisoners in Laos since 1990's until today in 2000. 

Witnesses and sources in Laos reported that the communist Lao government 
tortured and killed Mr.Wa Kou Vang and Boua Yeng Vang in September 1999. Mr.Pao 
Vang (Nao Sue Vang) escaped to a second country. They are::

Brothers in Arms 

Vientiane looks to Vietnam and China as it battles economic stagnation and 
the new threat of a revived Hmong insurgency

LAOS. ONE OF ASIA'S remaining communist states, is feeling cornered. The 
economy Is in a mess, popular pressure for political change is growing and a 
protracted rebellion involving ethnic Hmongs in the country's mountainous 
north has erupted again. Fearing a threat to their rule, Vientiane's 
communist leaders are turning to fraternal communist parties in Vietnam and 
China, and shrinking away from Japan, Australia and the West, their current 
sources of aid. 

In recent months the Hmong insurgency~a remnant of the Vietnam War era-has 
been taking on a more political edge. Insurgents have killed corrupt local 
officials and targeted their often-illicit businesses. By g|| accounts the 
development is sounding alarms in Vientiane. Diplomatic sources in the 
Laotian capital say additional troops have been dispatched to troubled 
areas. 

The conflict is drawing attention in both neighbouring Thailand and the 
United States. U.S. diplomats based In Bangkok say six Hmong-Arnericans were 
caught trying to smuggle automatic weapons into Laos from Thailand’s Nong 
Khai province in January; one American citi zen w as Killed in the en suing __

Ly and Michael Vang-the nephew of the Hmongs’ old resistance leader, Vang 
Pao--disappeared while in Laos. Bangkok-based U.S. diplomats say Vientiane’s 
lack of cooperation in investigating the disappearances Is contributing to a 
souring of relations with Washington, which continues to withhold normal 
trade relations. Meanwhile, with an election year underway in the United 
States, Republicans in Congress have been seeking to raise awareness of 
human-rights Issues in Laos, calling for sanctions against Vientiane in 
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connection with reports that Christian minorities are being persecuted. 

Vietnam is apparently involved in helping to quash the Hmong rebellion. 
Eyebrows were raised in May 1998, when a plane carrying Hanoi’s chief of 
staff, Lt.-Gen. Dao Trong Uch, and other top military officials crashed In 
Xieng Khuang province in northeastern Laos Killing all on board- While 
details are sketchy, Vietnamese and Laotian troops have recently been 
conducting joint operations in the same area of the country to help put down 
the Hmong rebellion, Vientiane-based diplomats say. In exchange. Vientiane 
has granted Handi preferential trade treatment, waiving import tariffs on 
Vietnamese goods and taxes on Vietnamese Investments, much to the chagrin of 
competing Thai business Interests. 

"Both economically and operationally, the Laotian government is not capable 
of handling the insurgency by themselves," says Sunai Phasuk, a Laos 
specialist at the Asian Studies Institute of Chulalongkorn University in 
Bangkok, ’’Laos is still politically, ideologically and now again militarily 
tied to Vietnam." 

On October 26 last year, a group of teachers and students in Laos staged the 
first anti-government protest since the communists seized power In 1975. As 
with Vietnam, vocal opposition to the country’s communist leaders also has 
developed among exiles overseas-partiajlarly in the United States. In 
February, hundreds of ethnic Laotian and Hmong-Amerlcans converged in 
Washington, demanding that the U.S. government initiate talks between 
Vientiane and the exiled Laotian opposition. 

As of late, the exiled Laotian opposition has had an increasingly 
high-profile rallying point in 36-year-old Prince Soullvong Savang, the 
eldest grandson of the last king Of Laos, who died in a labour camp in the 
late 1970s. Over the past year, Prince Soulivong has been pitching the 
restoration of a constitutional monarchy, almost hustings style, to Laotian 
communities across the globe. In late February, Prince Soulivong, who lives 
in France, formally called on the U.S. to "negotiate a transition to 
democracy." 

Prince Soulivong’s views on political change may pot be universally shared, 
but they are nonetheless part of a growing international chorus. The World 
Bank has tied future assistance to reforms. Its loan guarantees support the 
construction of a $1 billion hydro-electric power project, the Nam Thuen-ll 
dam, which could earn the government valuable foreign exchange from 
electricity exports to Thailand. 

International donors from Japan, Sweden and Australia, too, are increasing 
the pressure for progress op reforms before making new disbursements, which 
already account for more than 16% of gross domestic product. A recent Asian 
Development Bank report attributed the continued decrepit state of the Lao 
economy to "Inadequate government capacity and commitment ... to pushing 
forward economic reforms" and said that "insufficient transparency and 
accountability heightened the potential for corruption." 

For many Laotians, a glaring example of the problems associated with graft 
has been the mushrooming of flashy new villas for party officials ip 
Vientiane. Their appearance has brought the yawning gap in prosperity within 
view of the masses. "Many Laotians are feeling increasingly marginalized." 
says Grant Evans, a l,aos expert and professor of anthropology at Hong Kong 
University. "There is a massive economic disparity in Laos that wasn't there 
10-15 years ago." That frustration, still under the surface, Is mounting. 

COMFORT FROM COMRADES 

The shift in Vientiane toward Hanoi is only part of the equation. As in 
Vietnam, hardliners in Laos are also propelling moves toward China's 
embrace. According to Sunai. the Laos expert in Bangkok, the Laotian 
authorities have recently accepted interest-free foreign-currency loans from 
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Bejjing to steady the Laotian currency, the kip. 

Beijing also has recently boosted both economic apd military assistance to 
Vientiane. And in celebration of the 25th anniversary of the communist 
takeover in Laos. Beijing donated 60 million renminbi ($7.2 million) to help 
build a mammoth Laotian cultural centre in downtown Vientiane that opened ip 
February. 

"Unlike the pressure from the West, Beijing supports the political status 
quo In Laos because the Communist Party in China is fadn9 the same sort of 
pressures for political change," says Sunai. For China, cosier relations 
with Laos provide a useful gateway for exporting cheap goods from Yunnan 
province into Southeast Asia proper, it also fits nicely with Beijing's 
greater diplomatic game plan of counterbalancing U.S. and Japanese influence 
in the region. 

"International pressure on Laos may prove counter-productive to achieving 
further reforms," says Sukhumbhand Pajbatra, Thai deputy minister of foreign 
affairs, "Under such duress, it is only natural that Laos will come to rely 
more on China and Vietnam." 

Still, even hedging its diplomatic bets, Laos remains dependent on foreign 
aid for its macroeconomic survival. That means the pressure for political 
change won't go away, Demonstrators who escaped the country following the 
October 26 protest have been telling international audiences of the plight 
of eight or nine who remain in government custody. Under pressure from 
donors, the government in Vientiane has recently announced that those held 
will be publicly tried later this year, 

The case could fast become a trial of the government's own political 
legitimacy,
